MARSHFIELD, April 21.—Interest in the 
slowly developing details of the disastrous tor- 
nadothatsweptthrough Southwest Missouri 
continues unabated. In so far as Marehfield is 
concerned the worst is now known. The 
deathsthis morning numbered eighty-one. 
From day to day this hfdeous roll will be added 
to when the bodies are discovered in the 
charred ruins of the town or when death just 
puts an end to the sufferings of some of the 
hundred mangled victims of this dread disas- 
ter who are now tossing upon beds of agony 
atthe improvised hospitals. The situation 
this morning is much more _ hopeful. 
The excitement and horror that for two days 
has fairly stupefied our people is beginning to 
give way to aculmer feeling. Our people now 
look the situation squarely in the face, and, 
withthe energy that is inherent in the 
American of the West, are trying to make the 
best outotabadjob. The work of burying 
thedead was commenzsed yesterday, and is 
being completed to-day. Few and short are 
the prayers said asthe victims of the storm’s 
wrath are laidintbeirshullow graves at the 
city cemetery. .The Rev. Congo and wife 
were buriedin oO egrave vesterday. The lo- 
cal ministe»shave been working like heroes. 
)} erfcrming the lust sad rites at the grave, and 
extending the consolation of Christian faith to 
the dying. The presence of orphuned children 
is one of the sucde¢st features of this sad scene. 
The ladies of this section for_he couutry have 
responded nobly to the call of help, and a full 
corps of experienced nurses are caring for the 
seventy sufferersinthe school-house with a 
mother’s kindness. 

PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS 

from this section are here in force, Dut many 
of them will be obliged to return to their 
homes and duties to-day, and volunteers 
are needed for their places, and many 
ot the wounded can only survive their injuries 


under the most careful and scientific treat- 
ment.” The most reliuble figures attainable 
put the total of deaths to date at eighty-three, 
inis being based upon the number of coffins 
known to have been brought here from Spring- 
field, the local estublishment having been to- 
tually destroyed. We have plenty of tood for 
the present. A carload of provisions arrived 
from Springtield Jast evening, including 
lots of delicacies for the sick, and an- 
otber lot of 2,000 pounds arrived this 
morning. Our Mayor, Mr. R. D. Blankenship. 
is ably assisted byjMayor Fellows,of Springfield, 
and Mr. D. H. Nicvoills, assistant superinten- 
cent of tbe St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road, ip organizing tor tbe care ot the desti- 
tute. A great many survivors who have friends 
inthe State huve leftthe sceneof death for 
shelter with them. Upwards of thirty of the 
wounded huve been sent to Springtield, while 
others have gone to Lebanon. ost of those 
who remain cannot be removed without great 
denger. Since vesterday morning the 
surgeons have amputated a halt dozen limbs. 
Those who remuin are actually destitute, and 
vladiy avail themselves of the shelter of the 
dozen freight cars brought here and side- 
trucked by order of Supt. Rogers of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Kailroad, whose kind- 
ness will never be forgotten. ‘There are about 
500 people inthetown. The great want is for 
bed clothing. Committees of citizens have 
been tormed for the purpose ot distributing 
supplies. The stench of

great numbers of which were killed, is be- 
coming very noisome, and the work of 
hauling the curcases away is. being prosecuted 
by such men as can be spared. Muyor Blan- 
kensbip says thatshelter will be provided for 
all who remaininthetownto night. Some of 
the merchants have commenced work already 
upon the ruins of their establishments to sev 
what can be saved, and one man has already 
made arrangements to reopen his grocery 
store in a stable on the east side which escap- 
ed. Protessor Tice, Jthe meteorologist, 
is here investigating the causes and 
phenomena of the storm. He points with 
great satisfaction to the meg res in bis al- 
manae for 1880 that from April 10 to 22 atmos- 
pheric disturbances might be looked tor. 

Farmers coming in fromthe country report 
the , widespread destruction of the storm, und 
instances of loss of life throughout the valley 
ofthe James River multiply. 

Word was received here by telegraph of the 
prompt and generous response of. 
the people of St. Louis to our eall 
for nid, and we learn to-day that 
Kaneas City and St. Joseph have also come to 
the front nobly. : 

We want lumber and nails. Marshfield is 
simply wrecked, but the town is a fixture ot 
the Southwest, and when we have done our 
duty to thedead we will turn to considering 
the wante of the living, and the county seat of 
Webster will soon take its place as an impor- 
tant commercial point.

The Cyclone at Fayetteville, 
Special to the Pcst- Dispatch, 

LITTLE RocK, April 21.—At about 8:30 
o’clock Sunday night the most terrible and de- 
structive tornado ever known in this country 
passed through the town of Fayetteville. It 
struck the town in the southwestern part, and 
extended through it ina northwestern direc- 
tlon, sweeping almost every building in its 
course for morethan halfa mile. It entered 
the business part of the town at the southwest 
corner ofthe square. The Tremont House, a 
three-story brick hotel, onthe southwest cor- 
ner, belonging to H. L. Glass, was completely 
wiecked. Every building on the south 
side of the public square was totally de- 
molished, except the Democrat ofice and the 
housé adjoming, which is occupied by Mrs. 
North & Pollard as a millinery establishment. 
The track of the tornado was about thirty feet 
wide, and nota single bullding or fence in its 
course escaped destruction orinjury. Barns, 
out-houses, fences and trees were all swept 
away. Amid all the destruction of property, 
it,is almost miraculous how so few persons 
were injured. 

On'y two persons were killed outright—Mrs. 
Victoria Glass and a colored child. 

CASUALTIES. 

Madaline Cox (colored), badly wounded. 

Malinda Waiker (colored), badly wounded.

Several persons were more or less seriously 
hurt. Among others, Mr. Lafayette Bishop 
and his wife, inthe eastern pait of the town, 
were hurt by the falling of their house. A col- 
ored woman had her thigh Proken and another 
bad an arm broken, and we heard of others 
whe were bruised seriously. The loss to prop- 
erty cannot at this time be estimated with any 
degree of accuracy. Besides the loss of the 
buildings the damage to goods and personal 
property is immense. 

LOSSES. 

It is impossible to-day to form an estimate 
of the loss of property. The Messrs. Baum 
have certainly lost not less than $25,000 or 
$30,000. The Tremont House, belonging to 
Mr. Glass, was almost totally destroyed; loss 
on this building and furniture avout $8,000 or 
$10,000. Mr.J.L. Vaughan’s loss on resi- 
dence and stable about $3,000.

MOBERLY, MO., April 21.—A party of forty ~ 


men surrounded the jail here at 11 o'clock last 


night, where the three negro murderers, Henry ~~ 


Mitchell, Dick Yancey aud Alfred Caseon, were 


incarcerated, and demanded of the three offi- - | 


cers who were keeping guard that the prisoners 
be delivered overtothem. The officers denied 
having the keys, but whea drawn revolvers 
were pointed atthem the keys were quickly 
produced.Thetbree[negroes were tuken outside 
the jail and ropes placed around their necks, 
The moo then piocecded a little ways, where 
horses were awaiting thein, mounted and with 
their prisoners rode off vietoriously. An alarm 
was speedily given about town and soon crowds 
of men flocked about the streets excitedly. 
But the mob had too much the start, and be- 
sides the night was too dark to enable them 
to rescue the prisoners. At an early hour this 
morning the bodies of Henry Mitchell and 
Dick Yancey were found hanging trom the 
sleepers ofa railroad trestle one and a half 
miles from this city. 
Caseon, was released after he had been swang 
up several times and made to tell aJl he knew. 
An jinguest was held over the 
the dead negroes but developed oothing. 
CRIMES OF THE VICTIMS. 

The crime for which these men were lynched 
was peculiarly atrocious. The murdered man 
was an old negro living three miles east of this 
city named George Mathews. The night of the 
murder Mathews was sitting in his house with 
his children, two of whom. were 
in bed asleep, and his oldest daughter 
was lying on the bed reading. Abouteighs 
o’clock Henry Mitchell and Richard Yancey 


came to see Mathews, and spenttwo hoursin 
conversation. 
daughter, who had been reading, fell asleep. 
All of a sudden Henry Mitchell got 
up from his ehair, drew a pis- 
tol apd fired at Mathews, the ball 
entering the left siae of the head. Mathews 
tell on the floor on his face. Yancey then drew 
a club and struck the wounded cian twice ir- 
the back of the head. Mitchell then took tne 
club anc struck the old negro once. Yancey 
then left the house, but soon returned. Tne 
two murderers then helda consuitition ast» 
what disposal they sboula make of the body. 
lt was decided thev would curry

to a creek near by and throwitin. They car- 
1ied the body out a ptece from the house and 
returned and sent the children, who bad Deen 
awakened by the noise, to go and stuy the re- 
muinder of the night at a neighbor’s house. 
The two villains tnen conveyed tlie body to the 
creek, where they disposed of it. This 
done, they repaired to the house of Alfred Cas- 
eon, where they stayed for the night. Tnenext 
morning they told Caseon of their uevili-h 
work ofthe previous night, and heinafew 
days communicated it to some one else. 

The mysterious disappearance of Mathews ex- 
cited suspicion,and inguiries were nade about 
bim of the Marshal of this city. The Marshal 
asked bis questioners if there had been any 
trouble between the missing man and any per- 
gn. They said tnere had been some trouble 
between him and Henry Mitchell. The Mar- 
shal advised the parties to make 
diligent inquiry among the negroes of the 
neighborbood. They didso. One Barney 
Vrooman — said he dreamed tnree nights 
in succession that Mathews’ body was lyiseg 
in a certain hole in the creek. For the sake of

Aiter the Coroner and the jury had visited 
the body the two prisoners, vy the direction 
of an officer, took and buried it. The prisoners 
acknowledged having killed Mathews, and 
saia they had been persuaded to do so bya 
negro numed Alfred Caseon. Mitchell was a 
stepson of the murdered man. They had never 
gotten on well together. Mithcell sclaimed 
that his step-father had threatened to kill bim. 
The deceased had not been living with his wife 
for some time belore he was murdered, having 
some time before beaten her with a poxer. 
Mitchell said it wes to avenge his mother’s 
wrongs tbat he killed his step-father.

THE NEW YORK MADNESS. 

To properly understand the meaning of the 
two Democratic conventions in New York, 
it should be remembered that, by the fool- 
ish voluntary withdrawal of the anti- 
Tilden elements last fall from ‘the regular 
organization, Mr. Tilden became complete 
master of the ‘‘machine.’’ The opposition 
had done precisely what he prayed for when 
it left the *‘regular’’ organization.

It should also be remembered that every 
effort on the part of the anti-Tilden Demo- 
crats to unite the party, to have but one 
convention, and send but one delegation to 
Cincinnati was arrogantly refused by Mr. 
Tilden’s henchmen. First the proposition 
was made that the two State commit- 
tees should unite in calling one convention. 
Mr. Tilden’s henchmen refused. Next 
the proposition was made that the large 
Tammany or Anti-Tilden elements in the 
city of New York should join inthe elec- 
tion of delegates. It was refused. Only 
by the utter disfranchisement of the great 
city of New York, only by the denial of 
representatives toevery element not sub- 
servient to Mr. Tilden’s interest could a 
convention be packed that would do his 
bidding. And when the large con- 
vention of Anti-Tilden Democrats sent 
a respectful message to the other body 
pleading for unity and harmony Mr. Til- 
den’s fanatical tools made no response. 

The first result of Mr. Tilden’s determin- 
ation to force himself upon the Cincinnati 
Convention is that he has made the split in 
his own party and his own State wider than 
ever before; that there are to-day two 


Democratic parties in New York, with two | 


different organizations and two delegations 
to Cincinnati, and two different electoral 
tickets. 

If this is not political madness, what 
is? 

There is but one answer the National 
Convention can make to such a per- 
formance. It must ignore New York 
altogether. It must do what was 
done in 1844 when Van Buren claimed 
the nomination as a right, and when Polk 
was nominated. It must take its candidate 
from outside of New York. 

It would be sheer madness to nominate 
anybody who only represents one of these 
two New York factions, and somebody 
from another State could unite the party 
easier than a New Yorker, precisely as 
Polk, from Tennessee, was taken up by 
both the Barnburners and the Hunkers in 
1844, and carried New York. 

If Mr. Tilden ever had the remotest 
chance of getting the nomination, he de- 
stroyed it yesterday. 

The only good effect of this strange 
course is that Grant is now sure of his 
nomination. The apparently hopeless 
Democratic division in New York will re- 
move the last doubts of the third term con- 
spirators and embolden them to carry out 
their object with confidence of success at 
the polls.

HENRY A. COLEMAN. 


Hiis Death Supposed to be from Injuries Re- 
ceived in a Fight. 


Last Sunday morning Henry A. Coleman 
died at his father’s residence, No. 1216 Broad- 
way, from inflammation of the stomach, and 
bis funeral occurred yesterday. The remains 
were placed in the receiving vault of Calvary 


Cemetery, and it was generally supposed that 
his death resulted from natural causes. A 
post mortem examination of the body, howev 
er, in connection with an assault which was 
made on the deceased some three months 
previous to his death, has led to the arrest ot 
two nen, who may have to answer for Cole- 
man’s murcer. 

It appears that onthe lst of last January, 
Henry Coleman was making his way to his 
father’s residence, when he was assaulted by 
three roughbs on the corner of Biadle and 
Broadway. The three men knocked him down, 
and during the affray one of them kicke‘ Coie- 
man a severe blow in the abdomen. He was 


+ taken to his father’s house and cortinued sick 


from the effects of the assault for several 
weeks. He has never been able to work since 
that time and bis death was probably caused 
by the injuries received from the assault. 

The father of the deceased after the funeral 
yesterday morning notified the Coroner of the 
circumstarces an requested that a post 
mortem examination be made onthe body.

BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATIONS. 


Important Decision by the Supreme Court— 
The Merchanis’ Exchange Benevolent As- 
sociation. 


A dispatch from Jefferson City received this 
morning states that the Supreme Court has 
sustained the answer of the Masonic Mutual 
Benefit Society in the quo warranto procéed- 


ings instituted by the State at the relation ot 
the Attorney-General, and Attorney-General 
Smith has dismissed the case. This will be 
of great importance to thousands of people 
who are interes ted in benevolent aseociations, 
andespecially to the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Mutual Benevolent Society, 
against which the Atterney-General had ulso 
instituted quo warranto ee It is to 
be inferred now that the 
ceedings arainst this body will 

quashed, asthe cases of the two societies are 
almost similar. Col. A. W. Slayback argued 
the case on bebalf of the Merchants’ Exchange 
society, and Messrs. Given Campbell and Geo. 
D. Reynolds on behalf of the Stare. The coun- 
sel for the State contended that the operations 
of the Merchants’ Exchange Mutual Benevo- 
lent Society were such as to be an in- 
fringement upon the insurance laws of 
tne State, and that the society should be 
ousted of its co te privileges unless it 
would comply with the usual laws of the State. 
Col. Slayback on the other haad contendsa 
that the statutes of Missouri accorded the 
privileges under which the society operates as 
a benevolent association, and although it 
contains s feature providing for the re- 
lief of the widow and orphans of 
deceased members, yet such relief is not 
strictly speaking, an insurance contract, an 
it belongs as a franchise and privilege to 
benevolent societies who extend such relief. 
The company is not, therefore, doing business 
op an insurance company under the legal sig- 
pification ofthatterm.

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THE GRASP OF THE GALLOWS. 


Nugent and Redemeier Almost 
Within Its Clutches. 


Both Murderers Waiting for Death, but 
' Hoping for Life. 


aa 


Efforts Made in Behalf of the Men by 
Their Attorneys---Nugent’s Child- 
ren---Friday the Day of 
Execution. 


Public interestin the fate of the two con- 
demned men, Nugent and Redemeier, is rap- 
idly growing now that the time of their execu- 
tion is drawing near. Thedoomed men have 
only two Jays more to live unless something at 
present unforseen shou!d occur. Both men 
bear themselves well and display no 
outward perturbation at the ap- 
proaching expiration of their lease of life. 


Redemeier is stolid in demeanor, converses 
little and talks in his ola strain. Nugent if not 
quite so reserved in his manmer,and holds —. 
interviews with his son and daughter. lt is evi- 
dent that both men have not yet ceased to hope, 
and they will probably continue to think that 
something unexpec will interpose to shiela 
them trom the avenging arm of the law. 
It is, however, needless to reiterate that there 
is not the slightest chance. The children of 
Nugent have been very active in their father’s 
behalf, and went yesterday to Jefferson City to 
intercede with the Governor, but it is a fore- 
gone eonclusion that their efforts will be futile, 
as there is no reason for the exercise of Guber- 
naturial clemency. Gov. Phelps was to 
make known his decision to-day, 
and then, indeed, if he decliues 
to interfere, the last straw to which the men 
clutch will have vanished. Yet it is only in 
buman nature that Nugent and Redemeier 
should continue to believe they will escape 
their doom. 
A SOLEMN SCENE. 

This morning Father Burke, of the Cathedral, 
held religious services in the hospital building 
connected with the jail. Among those 
who attended were Nugent, whose fate is al- 
reudy fixed; Erb, the convicted murderer; 
Gallagher, who killed Henry Freund with a 
shovel at the Vulcan [ron-works, and Bohen, 
who knocked a nan named Sullivan overboard 
from a wharfboat. Theceremony was avery 
solemn one, and eachot the murderers seem- 
ed to .be impressed by the religious 
exhortations of the reverend Father. Rede- 
meier did not attend. He refuses to 
see any of the clergy and professes not to be- 
lieve inthe church. So far he has steadily de- 
clined all advances made to him to avail him- 
self ot the consolations of the church. 

The last religious services will be held for 
Nugent at 6 o’clock Friday morning. 

AW INTERVIEW WITH NUGENT. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter visited the jail 
this morning to have a talk with 
Redemeier and Nugent. The former was in 
his usual morose and uncom municative state, 
and declined totalk. He continued his rest- 
less walk up and down the jail floor, and posi- 
tively persisted in his taciturnity. Nugent,on 
the contrary, was affable and seemed to rveal- 
ize bis critical condition. When asked if he 
bad anything to say he replied, ‘‘No.’’ 

‘‘lam waiting,’’said he,‘‘for the return ot ny 
children from Jefferson City, where they went 
to implore the Governor’s pardon for me. 
They will be back this evening, and I am anx- 
iously hoping for their return.’’ 

‘*‘Have you any hope of the success of their 
mission?’’ 

‘‘Ican’tsav anything now,’’ answered Nu- 
gent, ‘‘not tilll have seen my children. I see 
the Governor announced he would make his 
decision known to-day.’’ 

‘*As soon as he does the POST-DISPATCH will 
receive telegraphic information,’’ remarked 
the reporter. 

‘‘Will youthen?’’ and Nugent’s voice quiv- 
ered slightly as he spoke, showing the strain 
his mind waslaboring under. ‘*Will you let 
we know the result as soon as you hear? al- 
though Frank (referring to Mr. Turner, his at- 
torney) will probably receive information at 
once.’’ 

The reporter promised the prisoner he would 
send him the desired news as soon as it-was 
received. 

Nugent declined te talk about his approach- 
ing tate. He bases great hopes on the media- 
tion of his chilaren with the Governor, and it 
is certain his ¥vrain isin a state of tensity that 
must Cause a reaction if his anticipations prove 
groundless. 

THE EFFORTS OF THE ATTORNEYS. 

On yesterday Mr. Turner filed a motion in the 
State Supreme Court tor aie rehearing 
of the case. He also called upon _ the 
Governor, to whom he submitted the 
testimony adducedin the trial which ended 
with the prisoner’s conviction. He appealed 
to the Governor to commute the punishment 
to imprisonment for life, and asked thatthe 
hanging be put off until Nugent shall have had 
amore thorough examination than has been 
given bim. The Governor has not yet ren- 
dered his decision. He was also 
visited DY James and Mary Nugent, 
the condemned man’s children, who presented 
a petition for pardon signed by many influential 
citizens ot this city. ey are very energetic, 
and have the sympathies, of the community. 
Mary is only sixteen years old, but is 
very intelligent. Alone and almost 
unaided she has continued her work 
Hertmpto Jefferson City was taken witnou. 
advice, for she has few advisers and fewer 
friends. With only a younger brother 
for a cempanion. she has made a 
long journey to see aman of whom she knew 
notbing, and to implore him to exercise the 
prerogative which he, and he only, is empow- 
ered to use. 

It is said that she and her brother are ready 
to testify that the death of her mother was the 
result of anaccident. Theentire story of the 
homicide is ratber strange. On the 
20th of <August, 1876, the alleged crime 
was committed. Some time afterward the 
children, Mary and James, disappeared until 
aiter their father’s conviction, which was 
brought about by the,testimony ,two years after 
the killing, of a man namedgB. Wueller, ator- 
mer neighbor of the Nugents, who swore 
that he had seen the deed com- 
mitted while looking through 2 
broken window-shutter in Nugent’s 
house. This witness had =quarreled 
with Nugent on several occasions. He did not 
say anything about his knowledge of thecrime 
until he saw that Nugent was about to escape 
for want Of evidence against him. The win- 
dow-shutter which he.referred to as being 
broken the defense endeavored to prove had 
been made and put up only a 
week or 80 prior, and witnesses testified that it 
was new andin good order. 

Unless the Governor interferes Nugent and 
Redemeier will bey hung. Tne latter's at- 
torney, Mr. A. N. Merrick, filed an appli- 
cation for a commutation ot his 
client’s sentence yesterday. He gave 
the Governor for consideration a 
number of statements made by promirent 
physicians and others affecting emeier’s 
mental condition, Heasked that Redemeier 
be put into a lunatic asylum for a time to teat 
his sanity. Before Friday comes the Goy- 
ernor will have decided in the matter.

His Views as tothe Democratic Policy 
and the Pennsylvania Convention. 


The Hon. Heister Clymer, of Reading, Berks 
eounty, Pennsylvania, who bas represented 
the Eighth District of that State in the Forty- 
third, Fourty-fourth, Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixtn Congresses, is in the city stopping at the 
Lindell, and will remain until the 26th inst., 
and possibly a day or two longer. Mr. Clymer 
is a tall, impressive-lookiag gentleman, who 
dees not look his fifty-three eventful years, al- 
though time has somewhat siivered his full 
locks and given his military moustache and 
goatee the grayness of a grenadier. Tne Penn.- 


svlvania Congressman would be distinguighed 
above his fellows in a parlor fall of 
handsome men. There isinhis general ap- 
pearance and manner a great deal that sug- 

ests the impressive presence ot Major-General 
W. H. Hancock. de is a pleasant conversa- 
tionalist,and is said to be a rare table compan- 
ion. A Post- DISPATCH reporter met Mr. Cly- 
mer this morning as he emerged from Charley 
Elleard’s flower-store, ang was on his way to 
submit totne ministrations of one of Protessor 
Robertson’s Zulu exiles. 

The reporter explained to Mr. Clymer that 
he was not a ‘‘society reporter,’’ and did not 
desire tuo talk about‘‘trousseau,’’ ‘‘beau 
monde’’ and ‘‘elite,’’ but that,recognizing in 
him a gentleman whose ‘extended public ca- 
reer gave his utterances at 4 time in the affairs 
of a nation like this a fnll weight and value,he 
would beg permisgion to ask a few questions 
bearing upon thé politics of the hour.
